proposes that Conventions be held every other year, rather than 
annually. It asks this Convention to instruct the Board of 
Directors and Counsel to prepare the necessary changes in 
Constitution and By-Laws to effectuate this change at the 1950 
Convention 


The principal argument for biennial conventions is obviously 
the matter of cost. Our Association is unique in that it pays 
the railroad fare of duly elected delegates. This system was 
adopted at the Richmond Convention in 1924. We had then 
operated under the delegate system for thre years, and it was 
found that many distant states were unrepresented because of 
the cost of travel. Through the years this has represented 
quite a large item of cost for the Association, running on the 
average in the area of $10,000 to $12,000 a year. (Of course 
substantially more to California). Through the years this 
would represent perhaps about 2% of the total cost of operation 
of the Association. Mr. Norton probably will be able to supply 
the exact figures, if requested at the Convention. 


It seems to us that a million dollar business like the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America should make a_ public 
accounting to its members every year. Annual meetings help 
to keep the membership closer to the organization, and there 
is a very real advantage to the industry from the personal 
contacts of members reporting back to their local groups. 


It must be remembered that the Board of Directors has 
full control of the affairs of the Association between annual 
meetings. We feel that any Board may well be more responsive 
to the wishes of the membership, if it comes before them every 
year for discussion of its problems 


One other factor is that biennial meetings would require 
that half of the Board of 16 members come up for election at 
every such meeting. We think that is undesirable. Further, 
there are frequently changes needed in the by-laws or fees, etc. 
which the delegates alone can authorize, and which would 
handicap the Association if an extra year’s delay were necessary. 
This is all entirely apart from the value members get from 
attending, and the local enthusiasm engendered from acting 
as hosts. In total they seem to us to far outweigh the com- 
paratively minor savings in expense to the national body. 

The Fee Increase Amendment 

Last November, when the Board held its annual budget 
meeting, the figures indicated red ink for 1948 operations, and 
forecast a really substantial operating loss for 1949. Later 


developments thus far have shown that the Board was perhaps 
unduly pessimistic. 


The 1948 red ink turned out to be a $21,900 operating 
profit, and in the first 16 weeks of 1949 an operating profit 
of over $80,000 has been added to the Association's resources. 
Business has increased, with registry applications up 14.5%; 
transfer applications up 8° and new membership applications 
up 29%, from the similar period of 1948. 

The climate for a further increase 
Norton so different from last November 
Board on the question of whether or not to submit the fee 
increase amendment. By a vote of 8 to 7 the Board approved 
its submission. Mr. Craig has submitted the majority view in 
favor of making the increase at this time. It is of course a 
well reasoned statement, from the standpoint of the treasury. 
Nobody knows what the course of business is going to be. 
General business has shown some falling off, while our Asso- 
ciation has been making gains. Our sale price situation for 
the first quarter also bore out this pleasing situation in our 
breed. (See figures on editorial page May 7 issue). We cannot 
expect this to continue indefinitely.

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One sure thing, people have more resistance to all price 
increases than has been the case in recent years. Accordingly, 
we have some fears about the member reaction to a further 
tax on their purebred operations, when currently it is obviously 
unnecessary for sound operation. This subject should provide 
a most interesting discussion on the Convention floor. 


Repealing Director Term Limitation 


Officers of the Virginia Holstein-Friesian Club offer an 
amendment repealing the present by-law under which directors 
are limited to two consecutive 4-year terms. We went all 
through that cycle in 1935-36. The Seattle Convention in 1935, 
by a vote of 71 to 44 adopted the two term limitation. The 
following year, at Indianapolis, the Seattle action was reversed 
by a vote of 64 to 58. Then for reasons that seemed com- 
pelling to the Springfield Convention in 1947, the limitation 
was again adopted, this time unanimously. It seems fair to 
assume that the delegates at Springfield voted with full realiza- 
tion that we would be constantly having occasions when men 
of sterling value would be required to step down from the 
Board. 


The 1947 action was taken without regard to personalities. 
We do not think a repealer should be considered now, simply 
because of personalities. We can always use these good men 
in other capacities so that their services to the Association will 
not be completely lost 

Limiting Delegate Service 

Glenn Davis and James E. Crosby of Missouri, veteran 
delegates from that state, again offer a proposal to limit dele- 
gates to four consecutive years service; then after dropping out 
for two years they would again be eligible. Several qualifi- 
cations are included to apply this rule gradually during the 
next three years. The limitation would not apply in states 
having but one delegate “if no other member is willing to 
serve.” 


Life is becoming ever more difficult, it seems. Members 
would be hopelessly confused in making nominations because 
they would have no convenient means of knowing who was 
eligible and The published lists of election 
results would not help, because not all of those elected are 
able to go, and the basis of determining eligibility is “serving,” 
rather than just being elected.

Regarding the proposal for states having but one delegate, 
the question arises as to how it will be determined that there 
is no other member “willing to serve.” Would it 
for the Secretary to canvass all members each year?

While it is true that some delegates are elected year after 
year, it is worth noting that 83 or 56% of the 148 delegates 
elected in 1948, were reelected in 1949. New York State, with 
the largest delegation, this year reelected 12 of the 23 who 
were elected in 1948. Perhaps the problem is not as serious 
as is generally believed. 


While consistency might call for the adoption of this amend- 
ment on delegates, if limitations are to be continued on terms 
of service of directors, the situations are by no means parallel 


Other Business

Pabst Roamer 859213 (Excellent) is the leading Honor List 
Sire of 1948 with the fine total of 498 points according to our 
point system illustrated in the table on page 19 of our April 
issue. 
started the point system on this basis back in 1941, beaten only 
by the sensational 575-point mark set last year by Posch Ormsby 
Fobes 14th. In second place is Roamer’s sire, Wisconsin Ad- 
miral Burke Lad (V.G.-GM), with 404 points, a score never 
before equalled except by Posch Ormsby Fobes 14th with his 
575 points in 1947 and 438 points in 1946.

TAYLOR COUNTY MEETING 

Forty Holstein breeders have organ 
ized the Taylor County (Wis.)

Directors of the organization are Rob- 
ert Suter, Browning; E. J. McCarron, 
Littke Black; George Groves, Cleveland; 

Charles Lewis, Jump River 
Melvin Ecklund, Hammel; two years 
William Rhamey, McKinley; Marcott, 
Holway, one year. 

Carl Zoreb, county agent, presided at 
the opening of the meeting and dis- 
cussed the functions of a county breed 
organization He stated that Taylor 
county with 34,000 cows was without the 
benefit of any organized agency devoted 
to the welfare of the Holstein breed 

Charles Brace of Lone Rock, Wiscon- 
sin, national fieldman of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, dis- 
cussed the benefits of a county associa- 
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tion, and the additional benefits that ac- 
crue to members when they unite efforts 
as a county group for the improvement 
and welfare of the Holstein breed. He 
urged that the grade breeder as well as 
the purebred breeder be recognized in 
the operation of the county group, and 
encouraged grade breeders to consider 
gradually going into the purebred field. 
He pointed out that the purebred breed- 
er has two sources of income—sale of 
milk and sale of surplus breeding stock,

margarine colored yellow in imitation or 
semblance of butter.”

Even though food is a basic 
need and even though milk and dairy 
products supply 25% of our nutritional 
requirements and milk is our most 
nearly perfect food, we cannot depend on 
the consumer to always buy dairy pro- 
ducts. ; 

The job which is done in advertising 
and sales promotion will be a big factor 
in determining the future of the dairy 
industry and the welfare of the dairy 
farmer. —MPF NEWS.

Our purpose in submitting this resolu 
tion is to open discussion on this subject 
to the delegates. If adopted it would ne 
cessitate several amendments to the by

Some of the arguments for such a 
change might be as follows: 
1. At many of the conventions very 
little fundamental, or 
necessary 


absolutely 
business has been tran 
sacted which could not have waited 
another year 

It would save the Association one 
half the expense of their annual 
meetings, which would be in the 
neighborhood of $7,000 to $10,000 
per year, on the average 

If the Association doesn't care to 
save the funds as under Item 2, then 
we raise the question—Could not 
this money be spent to greater ad 
vantage or benefit to the general 
membership of the association in 
many other ways? I will suggest one 
with the hope that it will stir up 
ideas in others’ minds. One of the 
main projects of our National Asso- 
ciation is to encourage all breeders 
to take an active part in the promo 
tion of their breed in their local 
and state communities. The State 
Activity Index shows a very fair 
measure of the results obtained in 
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the various state programs. If the 
National association would spend 
$5,000 for cash prizes to the state as 
sociations making the highest score 
on the Activity Index each year 
some such prize list as the following 
might be offered: 
Ist $1,000 
2nd 700 
3rd 500 
4th 300 
5th 200 
6th to 15th, incl—$100 each 
15th to 4Ist, incl—$50 each 

Such awards would really benefit the 
association in two ways—about the same 
as the man who splits his own firewood 
—he gets warm twice. The states would 
certainly be encouraged to put forth more 
effort to increase their activity, and then 
when they received their prize they would 
have additional funds to 
greater promotion 

The National Convention of course 
does furnish a sounding-board for the con- 
dition of the industry, and I know that 
the delegates enjoy the fellowship at the 
conventions. Our main point is—might 
not the money be spent to greater advan 
tage to more of the members back on the 
hillside. 

It does seem to us that we can't contin 
ually raise the fees to finance our associa 
tion without doing something to cut down 
expenses unless they are serving a real 
purpose

IOWA PASTEURIZATION 
NOW EFFECTIVE 


released by the National Dairy Council, 
Chicago, indicate that Iowa's new law 
is one of progress and a public health 
measure. In 1946 there were fewer dis- 
ease outbreaks caused by milk and milk 
products than in any since such 


as those caused by milk and milk pro 
ducts. Furthermore, outbreaks traced 
to milk and its products declined, while 
those from other foods showed a steady 
increase. Disease outbreaks contributed 


All milk products sold in lowa for 
human consumption must meet the 


standards of a new Iowa law which be- 


came effective on April 15, according to 
Dallas V. McGinnis, Field Secretary, 
Towa State Dairy Association. This law 
requires that no wholesaler or retailer 
of milk or cream shall offer for sale any 
milk or cream unless it is pasteurized or 
meets Grade A raw milk standards as 
defined by the Secretary of Agriculture. 
The “Grade A” raw milk regulations are 
very strict and include rules on the barn, 
barn yard, milk water supply, 
utensils, cooling, and cleanliness of pro 
duct. It that 
manager, or operator of a creamery or 
ice factory shall pasteurize the 
milk and milk products from which ice 
cream, buttermilk, and skimmed milk 
are derived. Another requirement is 
that these products must come from cows 
that have been tuberculin tested at least 
once a year by a licensed veterinarian.

Most of Iowa's larger cities have been 
requiring the pasteurization of milk and 
cream by ordinances, but this is 
the first state-wide law. Figures recently

records were first kept in 1923. Pasteuri- 
zation is the important single 
measure accounting for this decline. 

On the average, about two-thirds of 
the outbreaks of milk-borne diseases 
which occurred annually from 1938 to 
1946 occurred in cities with a population 
under 100,000. The chance of contract- 
ing a disease from milk in large cities 
of 500,000 or more population was very 
slight. When statistics on milk pasteuri- 
zation are reviewed, it is evident that 
milk-borne diseases fewest in areas 
the extent of pasteurization is 

In 1936 when the last nation- 
wide survey of milk pasteurization was 
made, 97.5% of the milk in large cities 
of 500,000 or more population was pas- 
teurized. At the same time, only 39.3% 
of the milk in cities with a population 
under 10,000 was pasteurized.

Monthly Farm Guidance Letter for May 
By ALBERT M. WOLF, 
Farm Consultant 


Price Trends. Secretary of Agriculture 
Brannan, who had the audacity to pro 
pose the new Truman Plan to subsidize 
the low-level farm producers recently, on 
April 12th told a different story to the 
Consumers League of U. S. Here is 
what he told the consumers. “We are 
spending | million dollars a day, five 
working days a week, taking potatoes out 
of the markets so the price stays high. 
It doesn’t make sense to me. The Ameri- 
can people don't have to write their laws 
so that this kind of system is perpetu- 
ated.” What we would like to know, Mr. 
Secretary, is just what is the difference in 
end result, between the proposed new 
subsidy plan and the scheme you are 
kicking about? In any event, the tax- 
payer foots the bill for these “pull your- 
self up by your bootstraps” ideas, and 
taxes are just about at “the point of 
diminishing returns,” if you know what 
that means. 


Heating oils and antharcite coal joined 
the price drop parade in mid-April. 
Radios, television sets, and home appli- 
ances took further drops, even Sunshine 
Biscuits, Inc., announced a 10% price 
cut. Automobiles were easy to get and 
used car dealers were taking a_ well- 
deserved “sock on the chin.” Even the 
price of diesel locomotives was dropping 
and Steel Corporation was planning to 
revise its prices on “extras and deduc- 
tions.” 

As usual, the Bureau of Labor was 
quick to point out that its cost of living 
index was 1 point higher in March than 
in February, at 169.5% of the average for 
the 1935-39 period. In our April letter 
we reported a slow-up in price drops, 
but this was only momentary. The As- 
sociated Press Index of 35 wholesale com- 
modities continued to drop during April 
and reached a low for the year of 156.96 
on April 22, a drop of 5.32 in 22 days as 
compared with a drop of 4.40 in 31 days 
during March. Therefore, the cost of 
living index is in for further drops. 

The grapevine has it that “Amos and 
Andy” feel that Mr. Nourse, the Presi- 
dent’s economic adviser was stealing their 
stuff when he labeled the Truman reces- 
sion, indeflation.

a high of 82 cents on the 7th. The range 
for cash soybeans was from $2.13 on the 
2nd to $2.29 on April 18 

May wheat futures varied from 
$2.15 1/8 on the 2nd to $2.2434 on the

19th, while oats varied only 1% cents 
from 69 to 70% cents. Soybean futures 
moved from $2,174 on the Ist to $2.27 
on April 21. The outlook for the next 
few months is that grain prices will held 
fairly steady, at least until the 1949 crop 
estimates can be more definitely pre 
dicted. 

Mill Feeds. Formula feed sales im- 
proved during April in most parts of the 
country. The wholesale index of feed- 
stuffs was up 6 points to 232, on April 12. 
Wholesale linseed oil meal was up to 
$65 per ton, Minneapolis on April 14, 


while soybean oil meal was quoted at 
$63, Decatur, same as last month. Meat 
scraps (50%) were up $5 to $119.50 Chi- 
cago and brewers’ dried grains had risen 
$2 to $55 at Milwaukee. Dried beet pulp 
was scarce at about the same price as for 
March, while bran was up $10 to a recent 
high of $64, Minneapolis. Mill feed 
prices should continue firm for a month 
or so. 

Milk and Dairy Products. The dairy 
herds of the United States continue to 
pour out greater amounts of milk per 
cow than ever before, thanks to rigid 
culling and better feeding. Fluid milk 
markets remained weak during April 
with further drops of a cent or two per

At the end of March broiler 
raisers were officially urged by the 
U.S.D.A. to cut down on production be- 
cause of the severe competition most cer- 
tain to arise from heavy culling of farm 
flocks in late summer.
